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The mileage of metalled and un-

; against 2,513 and 15,447 of the previous 
vear. | : 

As pointed out in last year’s Resolu- 
tion the increasing use of motor vehicles 
in the mufassal made it very difficult 
for District Boards to maintain their 
roads in proper condition. The roads 
are in consequence rapidly deteriorating 


‘ and it is recognised that unless addition- 


‘al funds are made available to District 
Boards the condition of the roads will be 
most deplorable. The Road Develop- 
ment Committee referred to in the last 
vear’s Resolution submitted its report 
to the Government of India recently 
making comprehensive recommendations 
about methods by which schemes of road 
improvement may be financed ont of the 
proceeds of new central and provincial 
taxes. Local Governments have been 
asked to express their view on these 
recommendations and the Government 
of Bengal have them’ under consider- 
ation, If the District Boards wish to 
protect their roads from undue wear and 
tear they can adopt the model by-laws 
framed by Government empowering them 
to close specified roads and bridges to 
all motor vehicles or to motor vehicles 
‘over a certain weight. 


The income (Rs. 13,144) of District 
Boards from roadside trees showed a 
slight decline while expenditure fell by 
Rs. 5,000 to Rs. 20,704. The number of 
trees planted during the year also de- 
creased from 9,165 to 3,265. District 
Boards in general show no sign of taking 
a long view in this matter. Timbers 
and fruit trees are ultimately remunera- 
tive and to plant them may be a good 
investment. Another point which in- 
dicate indifference is the unwillingness 
of District Boards to depute overseers, 
sub-overseers or road sarkars for courses 
of training in the classes for arbori- 
culture held by the Curator of the Royal 
Botanic Garden at Sibpur. The 
Curator’s report on the class held dur- 
ing 1928 shows that none of the officers 
‘rained in it came from any of the Dis- 
‘net Boards in this province. 


The percentage of total lapses to the 
total budget allotment increased, 


specially in the Nadia (20-8), Faridpur 
8 and Murshidabad (9-7) districts. 
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in Nadia was partially due to the pre- 
occupation of some of the subordinate 
engineering staff with famine test works 
towards the end of the year and that in 
the 24-Parganas was due to the fact that 
some works provided for in the budget 
could not be taken up as land acquisition 
proceedings were not complete in some 
cases and preliminaries could not be 
finished within the year. The high 
percentage in Burdwan is attributed to 
the fact that there was a partial sus 
pension of civil works payments during 
the latter part of the year necessitated 
by lack of funds and the low balance at 
the close of November 1927. The 
lapses at Faridpur and Murshidabad 
have not been explained. There was 
a marked decline in the lapses in 
Jessore, Pabna, Darjeeling, Noakhali 
and Bankura, while in Chittagong, 
Rajshahi and Malda the expenditure 
exceeded the budget allotments. 


10. Water-supply.—Expenditure on 
water-supply rose from Rs. 8:62 lakhs 
to Rs. 9°25 lakhs. Many of the Boards 
displayed much activity in this respect. 
Interesting features of the divisional re- 
ports are the following :— 


The Hooghly District Board sank 199 
tube-wells bringing the total number of 
such wells in the district to 362. It is 
reported that tube-wells have proved a 
— suecess in this district. In the 

4-Parganas the sinking of 150 tube- 
wells, excavation of 5 tanks, re-excava- 

tion of 25 tanks and two masonry wells 
were completed and in addition a good 
number of tube-wells were sunk by Union 
Boards. The total number of tube-wells 
in this district came to 841 and the 
Board maintained a staff consisting of 
one Inspector, one mechanic and five 
mistries to look after them. In Farid- 
pur three sets of apparatus for sinking 

tube-wells were purchased and mistries 
were trained. During the latter half of 
the year about 50 tube-wells were sunk 

in different localities at a cost much 
below what contractors charge for simi- 
lar work. The water of these wells is 
very much used and appreciated. and as 
soon as one tube-well was sunk _ there 
came a rush of demands and the Union 
Boards and villagers came forward to , 
contribute li y. One particularly 


noticeable effect of the tube-wells was 


that the localities which they served re- 
‘mained immune from epidemics which 


were raging throughout the district. In 
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view of the large demand for tube-wells 
the District Board contemplated an 1n- 
crease in the number of trained mistries. 
The Noakhali District Board adopted a 
scheme of granting loans without inter- 
est to private owners for the improve- 
ment of selected tanks, the loans to be 
recovered in ten annual instalments and 
the Chittagong District Board resolved 
to undertake the re-excavation of pri- 
vate tanks on the owner’s bearing a 
portion, of the cost and executing 
agreements to allow access to the 
public. 


In view of the impossibility of provid- 
ing sources of pure drinking water in 
rural areas out of sums which Govern- 
ment and local bodies can spare out of 
current income and in pursuance of the 
principle that the cost of works of a 
more or less permanent nature should 
be spread over a series of years, Govern- 
ment enunciated a loan policy for rural 
water-supply in their cireular No, 103- 
07-T—P.H., dated the 28th May 1928. 
The principal features of this scheme 
* that District Boards should take 

ns from Government for improvement 
sf water-supply in the villages and that 
the annual Government grant of Rs. 24 

s instead of being for five years only 
iould be made permanent and should 
be used in reducing the amount of inter- 
est which District Boards have to pay 
on the loans taken for this purpose. This 
policy was approved at a conference of 
District Board representatives held in 
December 1927 and in the course of 1928 
the District Boards were asked to pre- 
per a full programme of work, to be 
nanced from loan funds. It is hoped 
that Government will be able to meet 
the requirements of those Boards which 
put forward well-considered schemes of 
water-supply. Some misunderstanding 
was caused by a remark in above- 
mentioned circular to the effect that the 
money to be borrowed by District Boards 
would not be available for the provision 
of small and short lived tube-wells. 
is was construed in some quarters as 

a condemnation of the tube-well as a 
source of rural water-supply; this im- 
ression was entirely wrong. The 
Minister has noted with gratification the 
popularity and success of tube-wells in 
certain districts, e.g., those mentioned 
lier in this paragraph, and equally 
h his predecessor he would like to see

that period. The cost of small tube- 
wells is within the means of village com- 
munities and of Union Boards and in 
order to provide them it is hardly 
necessary to resort to the cumbrous 
machinery of a Government loan. 


Apart from this consideration, there- 
is no reason why the cost of such wells. 
should not be met from short-term loans, 
the period of repayment being calculated 
on the probable life of the work; and 
Government are accordingly willing to. 
lend money to District Boards, so far 
as the state of the provincial balances 
or of their borrowing powers permit, im 
order to enable those bodies in turn to 
lend out money to Union Boards in 
furtherance of sound schemes of water- 
supply through tube-wells. 


11. Closing Balance.—The year 
closed with an actual balance of Rs. 16 
lakhs against Rs. 17-8 lakhs of the pre- 
vious year. The District Boards of 
Dacca (Rs. 254 lakhs), Tippera 
(Rs. 1:76 lakhs), Midnapore (Rs. 1:7 
lakhs), and Burdwan (Rs. 1:46 lakhs) 
had heavy balances. Of the accumula- 
tion in Dacca Rs. 81,000 represented 
the actual balance and Rs. 1,21,000 the 
value of uncashed cheques while an 
allotment of Rs. 38,000 for construction 
of dispensary buildings and_ school 
houses could not be utilised. The large 
balance in Tippera is explained by the 
fact that it includes the loan of rupees 
one lakh received by the Board from 
Government on the closing day of the 
year for the improvement of roads and 
construction of bridges; and that in 
Burdwan was due partly to the fact 
that a donation of Rs. 30,000 towards 
the cost of road work and a Govern- 
ment contribution of Rs. 10,000 to- 
wards equipment of the mechanical 
class of the Technical School could not 
be expended before the close of the 
year. No explanation has been furnish- 
ed for the large balance in Midnapore. 


12. General Remarks.—On — vd

had a special difficulty inasmuch as the 
increased income due to the cess re- 
valuation was much less than had been 
anticipated when the budget was fram- 
ed, but the work of this Board and its 
Chairman and Vice-Chairman comes in 
for special praise from the District 
Magistrate. The Burdwan _ District 
Board was successfully administered in 
spite of the dwindling income due to 
depression in the coal mining industry. 
The 24-Parganas District Board is now 
reported to be working smoothly, but 
the Chairman remarks that “ the public 
is as apathetic as before and the spirit 
of self-help appears to be dead in them. 
They seem to think that outside agencies 
viz., Government and District Board, 
will do everything for them.”’ Re- 
garding the Bankura District Board, 
Mr. Cook, the Commissioner, remarks :— 


“ | regret to say that this Board has 
been found extremely difficult to work 
with, and this drawback has been all 
the more felt as there was considerable 
distress in part of the district, which 
necessitated more than the usual amount 
of contact with it. It was only with 
the greatest of difficulty that 
the Board could be induced to meet the 
cost of test works while arrangements 
were being made for advances from 
Government nor would the Board admit 
that some responsibility rested with 
them in meeting the situation. Latter- 
ly, there is reason to believe that famine 
rates have not been adhered to in paying 
labourers. It is hardly too much to 
say that some of the Board’s doings were 
intentionally done to flout Government. 
That its policy was avowedly Swaraj 
goes without saying, with the result that 
large grants were given to institutions 
professing that creed. In fact, the 
method of disposing of most items of the 
Board’s business is said to be decided on 
'n a meeting of the Congress Committee, 
before they are put to the Board.”’

Party politics still unfortunately carry 
too much weight in the management of 
local affairs, and the Board’s policy is 
often given a twist which does not ean 
duce to good administration, but I be- 
lieve that the Swarajist Board of Midna- 
pore has done much sound steady work 
in the past year and that its dependence 
on the electorate for a continuance of its 
powers, which has to a large extent. 
dictated its policy—in its prudent use 
as well as its abuse of power—has to 
some extent produced in the minds of 
the people some realisation of the 
elector’s responsibility and I think there 
are signs of a growing sense on the part 
of the people—which are all to the 
good—that they have it in their power 
to demand a reckoning from unfaithful 
or inefficient. representatives. ”’ 


The reports do not indicate that party 
politics entered into the administration 
of any other District Boards, possibly 
because, as remarked by Forward in a 
leading article of 4th January 1929, “* it 
is notorious that many of those who have 
got into local bodies on the Congress 
ticket have either no politics or have 
politics of a sane type.”’ 


Complaints of lack of funds are as 
loud and as well-founded as ever. It is 
the general opinion that taxes on vehicles 
kept in rural areas are overdue, and 
some think that these should take the 
form of tolls on roads ; otherwise no 
District Board has put forward any 
proposal for fresh taxation in spite of 
the hint given in last year’s Resolution. 
— the Minister thinks that 
the next decade should bring about con- 
siderable improvement of conditions in 
the rural areas of Bengal. The Primary 
Education Bill, if it becomes law, should 
in time banish illiteracy, while in the 
rural public health organisation, the 
cost of which is provided by Government, 
District Boards have an instrument 
which, properly used, should enable 
them to stamp out cholera and small-pox 
and possibly also, to lessen the incidence 
The introduction of taxes 
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in time bring about a —— — 
ment in the communications of the 
countryside and should thereby facilitate 
the marketing of agricultural produce, 
while Union Boards provide a network 
of authorities which can pay closer 
attention to the villagers’ needs than a 
remote and overburdened District or 
Local Board can pay; the establishment 
of new Union Boards which use their 
powers of taxation is moreover, by an 
almost. automatic process, progressively 
increasing the amount of money avail- 
able for improvement of rural condi- 
tions.
